Further discussion is scheduled 
for the next council meeting on 
Oct. 15 and the council voted un­ 
animously to invite J. W. Eshel- 
man and Sons, Ralston Purina 
Company, and the Maizo Mills to 
send representatives to that ses­ 
sion. 
The dust storm broke over the 
city’s legislative body when Coun­ 
cilman Boyd Horn arose and de­ 
clared that the dust from the Esh- 
elman and Purina mills was so 
bad in south Circleville that resi­ 
dents cannot sit on their porches 
or open their windows and that 
something should be done about it 
"For once I agree with Mr. 
Horn”, 
d e c l a r e d 
Councilman 
George L. Clites, asserting that the 
dust referred to was mostly from 
soybeans,

TUBERCULOSIS is ordinarily 
thought of as an especial threat to 
youth. This is true, but we should 
also realize that it claims almost 
ss many victims among the elder­ 
ly, occurring ^alm ost as

adolescents and youthful adults. 
In older people, this disease is 
usually milder than in 
young 
people, but this may turn out to be 
a real disadvantage since it some­ 
times progresses to a critical 
stage before its victims seek help 
from their doctor.

Various types of duMa and tiny 
metal particle* may be breathed 
into the lungs.

All of these things* may 
result in changes in the lining 
membrane over the lung or pleura 
or there may be deposits of lime 
salts in the lung tissues, and the 
formation of scar tissue.

causes. Other causes include lung 
tumors and infections besides tu­ 
berculosis. 


Tubercle Germs 
The absolutely certain method 
of diagnosing tuberculosis is to 
find the tubercle germ s in the spu­ 
tum. Of course, there are other 
things which may make the ohy- 
sician suspicious that the disease 
is present, such as the findings in 
the X-ray plate of the lung. 
It is true that tuberculosis In 
elderly persons may not be as 
severe as it is in younger ones. 
However, 
the 
germs 
may 
be 
passed on from older people to 
young adults or to children and the 
germs are just as capable of caus­ 
ing severe disease in these young 
persona as are germs acquired 
from some more acutely infected 
individual. 
All persons over 50 years of age 
who develop symptoms such aa 
those above mentioned should, of 
course, be given a complete ex­ 
amination, including an X-ray of 
the chest and a search for the tu­ 
berculosis germs in the sputum.
